Lisbon.+While the city of Lisbon is 
in the hands of the revolutionists, and 
a republic has been prociaimed with 
Theophile Bragas as president, and 
other prominent Republicans consti- 
tuting the ministry, there are yet 
many ,thousands in and 
city who are loyal to the monarchy. 

The monarenists include a portion 
of Lisbon troops and troops massed in 
entrenched camps about the city. 
Thus far these have refused to ally 
themselves with the revolutionists, 
and the provisional government is tak- 
ing steps to enforce allegiance. 

The people of Lisbon are ignorant 
of the events in the provinces and, 
therefore, it is not known whether the 


movement is broad enough to sweep) 


the country. Nevertheless, the Repub- 
licans are proceeding as though the 
transformation was an accomplished 
fact to stand for all time. 

For some months past preparations 
have been going on for the overthrow 
of the King, and it had been definitely 
arranged to raise the ery of revolution, 
It happened that the King was about 
to take up his residence at Cascaes, 
and the warships were ordered to pro. 
ceed there. The navy, which is the 
chief support of the  revolutionists, 
thereupon decided to act immediately, 
otherwise that defensive armament of 
the country would be able to offer no 
assistance in carrying out the plan. 

The Republican chiefs, accompanied 
by numerous partizans, went to the 
barracks of the sixteenth regiment of 
infantry. The doors were immediate. 
ly thrown open to the popelace and 
arms distributed, The barracks of the 


first regiment of artillery were next 
visited and the guns dragged forth. 
The revolutionists marched to the 


highest point in Lisbon, a fine strate- 
gical position, where the artillery was 
mounted, thereatening the city. The 
government troops immediately took 
up a position in the centre of. the 
town, about two miles distant from 
the revolutionists, where heavy guns 
and Maxims were placed to oppose 
the revolutionists. 

Meanwhile the insurgent cruiser 
Adamastor steamed up in front of 
Lisbon, ready for the bombardment, 
while the cruiser Rafael proceeded 
down the river, taking her station op- 
posite the seamen’s barracks, — The 
cannonading commenced and the 
whole town trembled to its founda- 
tions. A regiment of the municipal 
cavalry made a brilliant charge in an 
endeavor to take the insurgents’ en- 
campment near the railway, but were 
met with a terrific fire. This regi- 
ment was almost completely annihil- 
lated, only three men. escaping. 

The revolutionists showed extraord. 
inary courage and sustained an at- 
tack on all sides by superior forces 
for two days and nig'ts. 

The Adamastor shelled the Necessi- 
dades palace, and King Manuel and 
the Queen Mother Amelie were foreed 
to escape to Casecars, from which 
place they went to Mafra, The same 
night the Adamastor and — Rafael 
shelled the centre of the town, doing 
much execution to the monerchist 
forces, and finally the latter, tired of 
carnage, surrendered, the  Republie 
was proclaimed in the afternoon and 
the Dapahtican flag 
publie buildings. 

The provisional government has is- 
sued communications to the foreign 
powers notifying them of the procla- 
mation of Portuguese republic, No 
serious obstructions are exnected to 
be offered hy the provinces to the new 
regime, The government has already 
appointed civil governors of the dif 
ferent provinees. The Brazilion Presi- 
dent-Elect) Marshal Hermes Fonseea, 
pessed through the streets with. the 
provisional president Roth were en- 
thusiastically greeted by t*e people. 
Order has been restored throughout 
the greater part of the city,

‘Farmers Will Reap a Much Better 
{ Harvest in North Than at 
{ First Anticipated 


Edmonton, Alta.—That Northern Al- 
| berta farmers will reap a much better 
‘harvest in all grains than was at first 
‘anticipated, is the consensus of such 
‘crop reports as are coming in from 
‘the harvest fields, where tne reapers 
‘have been busy for weeks and where 
the hum of the thresher is now begin- 
ning to be heard. 

Northern Aiberta experienced none 
jof the prolonged dry weather that was 
so prevalent in the more southern 
portions of the province and Saskat- 
chewan. As a result all crops came 
forward to the harvest season in splen- 
did condition. In fact, many of the 
more prosperous farmers anticipated 
bigger crops than in many years. 
| But the three weeks of heavy rain 
in the latter part of August not only 
gave a bad set-back to the harvest, 
but it will have the final result o 
jlowering the grain a grade or two. 
| Nevertheless, Northern Alberta will 
reap a fairly good crop this fall. 

The latest estimate of the authori- 
ties of the provincial egricultural de- 
partment of the yield for ali Alberta 
is 30,000,000 bushels. This is a fairly 
liberal estimate and the authorities 
will not be surprised if the yield does 
not come above the 25,000,000 mark. 
) Last year the yield was 35,000,000. The 
deficiency this year is of course in the 
districts affected by the dry spell. The 
biggest yields will be in the Edmon- 
ton district and within a 100 mile 
radius of Edmonton, and also in the 
Pincher Creek and Magrath districts 
to the far south, where there was very 
little dry weather and good steady 
rains. 

The latest estimates of the Edmon- 
ton board of trade of the yieids in the 
| districts, state that winter wheat will 
be above the average, while spring 
wheat will fall below the average, and 
the same with oats, while there will be 
a good average yield of barley. There 
has been considerably more winter 
wheat grown this year than formerly. 


NO IRON ON EASTERN SLOPE 


Geological Formation of the Eastern 
Slope of the Rockies is Not a 
Mineral One 
Edmonton.—All hopes ever held by 
prospectors and others that mineral 
indications in the eastern slope of the 
Rockies, discovered from time to time, 
could be traced to extensive deposits 
of minerals, are given a cold douche 
by the statement of Dr. D. B. Dowl- 
ing, Dominion geologist, who has just 
reached Edmonton from a trip west to 
the mountains and who states that the 
entire eastern slope of the Rockies 
will never produce any extensive or 

valuable deposit of mineral, 

In making this statement Dr. Dow- 
ling has merely stated what has long 
since been discovered to be true by 
himself and other geologists, that 
geological formations of the eastern 
slope of the Rockies is not mineral 
formation, but chiefly lime and sand. 
stone, that the true miners] formation 
is to be found in inner ranges of the 
Rockies, which display lower strata 
or rock in which minerals have been 
deposited, 

Consequently the reported discover. 
ies of iron and other minerals at vari- 
ous points on the eastern slope can 
amount to nothing. 

Dr. Dowling stated that he had se- 
cured samples of iron, struck on the 
eastern slope near Gowley, and the 
same statement applies to this find as 
to the other finds on the eastern slope.

DRY FARMING CONGRESS 


Prize for General Display of Ory 


Farm Products was 
Alberta—Congress May be Known 
in Future as the “Scientific Dry 
Farming Congress’? — Congress to 
Meet in Aiberta in 1912. 


Spokane.—With the prize for general 
display of dry tarm products awarded 
to Alberta, and Lethbridge pulling for 
the congress in 1912, Canada, and par- 
ticularty Alberta, has played a prom- 
inent part in tne fifth dry farming 
congress. 

Although the 1911 meeting was early 
conceded to Colorado Springs, which 
sent the first de,egation to arrive in 
Spokane, Lethbridge put in a formal 
invitation and urged the advantages 
of the district north of the Canadian 
boundary to strengthen its chance 
next year. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan were well 
represented, both in number of dele- 
gates and in the speakers. Among 
the speakers were Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, of Regina, on ‘‘Saskatche- 
wan as a field for dry farming’’; Hon. 
Dunean Marshall, minister of agricul- 
ture at Edmonton, Alberta, and sev- 
eral others. 

A prize was given M. N. Rose of Re- 
gina, for the most complete and prac- 
tical display of monthly reports of a 
farming company. 

The Macleod district won second 
prize for distfict or country products, 
and third for the best display of agri- 
ho! ab products by any agricultural 
vody. 

In the latter event the second place 
was taken by the Cardston board of 
trade. Macleod also took the awagd 
for the most artistically arranged dis- 
play of apples. Arthur Perry, of Card- 
ston had the best exhibit of potatoes 
raised under dry farming methods. 

The Canadian representative on the 
dry farming extension committee was 

Fraser, of Saskatchewan, On 
the credential committee were Thos. 
Woolford, of Alberta, and John Miller, 
of Saskatchewan; on the committee of 
nominations were D, W. Warner, of 
Alberta, and E. J. Merlocke, of Sas- 
katchewan; on resolutions were W. W. 
Fairtield, of the Lethbridge — experi- 
mental farm, and J. H. Fraser, of Sas- 
katchewan, Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
of Saskatchewan was elected  vice- 
president for that province and Hon. 
Dunean Marshall for Alberta, 

Other distinguished guests were 
Hewitt Bostock, of Ducks, British Co- 
lumbia, representing the English gov- 
ernment; Professor Bracken, of Sas- 
katchewan; Hugh MeKenzie, land 
commissioner of Austratia; Elwood 
Mead, commissioner from Victoria, 
Australia, end Attorney-General C. R. 
Mitchell, of Alberta. 

The discussion of national and state 
conservation, a dominant issue in the 
United States, was studiously avoided, 
as was the alleged domination of the 
dry farming congress by James J.

MANY SPIES AT WORK 


German Spies Are Working in Eng- 
land, But Not Expedient to 
Arrest Them 
London,—Behind — the excitement 
caused by the recent arrest of alleged 
spies in Germany and England there 
is an interesting story of extensive 
work of this nature carried on in all 
of the European countries by officers 
for rival armies and navi s. It is well 
known to the English press, but the 
papers have not published it, that the 
two Englishmen recently arrested by 
the Germans are officers of social 
prominence on the active list of the 
British navy. The admiralty solemnly 


affirms that the officers ‘were on leave,

One of the questions he asked was, 
“What is the distance from Calgary to 
Edmontor+” And immediately the re- 
ply came, “About two hundred miles.”” 

The visit of the Queen’s Own Rifles 
of Toronto to England also attracted 
widespread attention, and will prove 
of immense advantege to Canada, in 
more ways than one. 

The attention of people of means is 
also being directed to Western Canada 
as a field for safe investment, and 
farm lands and city property invest- 
ments are receiving special attention.

He and his wife siil trey had title 
to eighty acres cf land on the now 

famous Cameron dam, 

A little later Dietz asked for $8,000, 
which, he alleged, was due him as tol 
for logs driven through the dam. The 
company i1efused to pay tne claim 

Dietz opene | the gates of the dam, 
stood guard over it with a rifle and 
soon there were 20,000,000 feet of logs 
landed high end dry on the barks of 
the stream. The logs became worm 
,eaten and they were destroyed other- 
wise. 

Then hostilit’es began. The im- 
men e powers of the lumber interests 
were brought to b ar avcainst Dietz. 
Many attempts were made to capture 
him, but he was always too wary. He 
shot several deputy sheriffs. He de- 
fied the Jaw. 


Once an armed force was led into 
ithe Wieiz stronghold.

been fought and Dietz was only con- 
quered by being shot down,

BUSH FIRES _ 


Alex. Smith Asked for a Revision of 
A.C.R.'’s Route from Red Deer 
to Sounding Creek 

Ottawa.—A number of railway re uly 
maps were approved by the ministér 
of railways, when revision of the 
nadian Northern route between Prince 
Aiberta and Battleford was called. 

President William Mackenzie ap- 
peared on behalf of the company, and 
Geo. Langley, M.P.P., Sa-katchewan, 
appeared on behalf of the people. 
Communications were read from the 
people of North Battleford and Albert 
Cnampagne, M.P., stating that the 
line did not run directiy into Battle- 
ford. . 

The minister was astonished when 
Mr. Langley informed him tnat the 
company was building without any ap- 
proval of route maps or locat.on p.ans 

President Mackenzie dil not deny 
it, and the minister stated that the 
board of railway commis-ioners would 
not sanction a road bui.t before ap- 
proval of maps and plans was obtain- 
ed; and he deprecated the practice of 
some people transgressing in this way. 
They had been helped out by_ parlia- 
ment, but he thought parliament 
would before long not grant any relief 
to people who deliberately did what 
they knew they should not do. 

Mr. Langley succeeded in his pro- 
test to the extent that the rev sed 
route was approved only from Prince 
Albert westerly to the west sile of 
Redberry lake. 

Alex. Smith, of Ottawa, appeared on 
behalf of the Alberta Central Railway 
company for a revision of its route 
map from forty east of Red Deer to 
Sounding creek and for a new route 
from Sounding creek to Moose Jaw. 
Both applications were approved. 


APPEAL ON BEHALF OF INDIANS 


The Moral Reform Association Asks 
That a Test Case Be 
Made 

Ottawa.—Rev. A. G. O'Mara, Ham- 
ilton Cassels, K.C., and Canon Tucker 
of Toronto and Rey. Mr. Deeprose of 
Montreal, representing the Moral Re- 
form Association of Canada, saw Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and Hon, Frank Oli- 
ver recently, and asked that some de- 
finite steps be taken by the Dominion 
Government to settle the question of 
the title of Indian lands in British 
Columbia by a submis-ion of a case 
to the Privy Council or by some other 
means. 

The deputation pointed out that the 
Indians claim their lands, but that 
they are being disposed of in various 
ways to white men, particularly to 
railways, end serious consequences 
may result. The deputation also 
spoke about the possibility of an up- 
rising of Indians if something was not 
done. 

Sir Wilfrid sail he was willing to 
have the matter settled, but intimated 
that he did not desire to take the in- 
itiative without the consent of the B it- 
ish Columbia government, which does 
not recognize that Indians have any 
claims. 

The deputation also asked that some 
fixed Jaw or custom be established in 
respect to Indian marriages, the pres- 
ent conditions being unsati-factory.

HOMESTEAD ENTRIES FOR YEAR 


Returns Show Settlement to be Fifty 
Per Cent. Betten Than Any 
Previous Year

of the year ending August 31, home- 
steads in Canada number 36,916 as 
compared with 24.396 entries for the 
corresponding period of 1909. In each 
of the prairie provinces there is an 
increase as compared with the corre- 


sponding months of last year. Mani- 
toa, entgies as against 1,673 in 
1909 ; atchewan, 20,692 us against 
12,587 in 1909; Alberta, 14,013 as com- 
pared with 9,933 in 1909 For the 
month of August alone, entries num- 


bered 3,500, of which 1,228 were mad 
by Canadian born persons, some of 
whim have just returned from the 
United States. 852 entries were made 
by ‘United States citizens; 715 entries 
by English, Scotch and Irish; 226 by 
Seandinavirns and the balanee by 
French, Belgians, Germans and other 
immigrants from continental Europe.

FLAMES DEVASTATE LARGE AREA 
ON RAINY RIVER 


Appalling Loss of Life and Property 
as a result of Bush Fires in Nor- 
thern Minnesota—Conservative Esti- 
mate Piaces the Dead at More 
Than 250—Millions of Dollars 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 


International Fails, Minn.—More 
than 250 dead, miliions upon millions 
of uo.lars worth of prope:ty destroy: 
ed and 3,000 refugees flying from the 
flames is a epitume of the happen- 
ings of the day in tue Beltrami county 
fires. 

inirty-five typhoid fever patients 
were carnmed on improvised — litters 
from Spooner just before it was wiped 
oft the map. 

Forty-five were ecr.ied from Beau- 
dette, and the Mecca of all the refu- 
gees, carried or tottering from exhaus- 
tion, was Rainy River, Canada, across 
the water from the fire ridden districts 
of Minnesota 

Then the flames hit Rainy River, de- 
stroyed the lumber mulls, and 200 
panic-stricken people piled into freight 
ears and all but mobbed the engineer 
of a switch engine, who, thinking 
there was no danger, started to puil 
them out of the town 

Later the flames subsided, and 500 
refugees landed in Int rnational Falls. 
Men, women and children, fever pa- 
tiens on shutters, burned men and 
Women swathed in bandages formed the 
iotley crew in stock cars, like cattle. 
International Fails met them at the 
station, opened their city hall and 
hotel for them, and gave them beds at 
such as could be provided. There was 
no escape to the west. The east was 
the only chance, and it was a slim 
one 

Bridges end culverts had burned 
out, wires were down and trains were 
run at their full speed. All the way 
from Beaudette and Rainy River west 
to War Road, a distance of fifty miles, 
was a solid mass of flames. Beaudette 
is only a charred remnant of a town. 
Spooner is wiped off the map. Cedar 
Spur, Gracet+i, Pitt, Swift and Roose. 
velt were hamlets that are burned to 
the ground. 

The people in the three town. of 
Rainy River, Beaudette and Spooner, 
surrounded as they have been with 
smoke from fires most of the summer, 
had beeome so accustomed to the 
fires that they were lullel into a sense 
4 fancied security 

Beaudette and Spooner are located 
lirectly opposite exch other on the 
Beaudette river where it empties into 
the Rainy 

Rainy River is located a mile to the 
east of the Canadian side of the river. 
Ail three towns are well provided with 
fire fighting apparatus and felt they 
could handle the fire when it appear- 
ed. However, in the afternoon a ter- 
rifie wind blew up from the south and 
west, twisting around occasionally 
with great violence, thus spreading 
the fire in all directions and fiding the 
air with smoke and flames impossible 
to approach or combat, 

On the Canadian sile of the river 
there seemed no danger until it was 
noticed that a small fire which had 
been smouldering to the northwest 
across the railway from the business 
part of the town, had jumped the 
track and with the eddying, whirling 
wind, was approaching the Portage 
Lumber camp, yard and big saw mill. 
There seemed to be cause for hope of 
being able to fight it successfully 
when suddenly the sew mill, fully a 
quarter of a mile from the fire, burst 
into flames. It looked then as if the 
town was doomed to meet the same 
fate as the towns across the river. 
Cars were immediately placed at the: 
disposal of those desiring to escape 
by Trainmaster Nelson, of the Great 
Northern railwov, and the women and 
children were all loaded on. The fire 
soon spread to the peres of lumber 
piles, but the wind shifted and held 
pretty steady in the north about that 
time, which enab'ed the fire fighters 
to make some headway,

CHEMISTS AND CRIME. 


The Analyst Is Now One of the Great- 
est Police Agents. 
Analysts have played an important 


| part in the Crippen case, and it might 


be said without exaggeration that were 
it not for these gentlemen hundred- 
of crimes wouki be added to the police 
list of uusolved mysteries. Medical 
detectives, as the anaiysts employed by 
Scotland Yard are called, invariably 
carry through their duties with skill, 
certainty, aud absence of prejudice 
Tney have masicred the action and 
character of every poison under the 
sun, and this fact, being well known, 
has decreased poisoning to a consider- 
able exteut during recent years. 
Practically the poisoners can hide 
nothing frog: the modern analyst, for 
that gentleman is not only familiar 
with all poisous, but can recognize 
their prescuce almost as easily as he 
can recognize the dome of St. Paul's 
Cathedrai. By the aid of his test-tube, 
fis Wilscroscope, and his spectroscope: 
he is able to luy bare the poisoner’s 
secret and track him down. If any 
great criminal was suspected of pots 
vning his wite, the analysts, upon ex- 


amining the remains, would be able to | 


prove What poison was used and iv 
What quantity. 

Delicate to a marvellous degree are 
the tests employed by analysts in the 
case of poisons. If a man were to be 
poisoned with arsenic to-morrow and 
were buried without being examined 
internally, an analys¢ could a quarter 
of a century later gather from the re- 
mains of the bouy a considerable 
amount of the poison which killed him 
and in the same state as that in which 
it was administered, 

Probably arsenic has been more fre- 
quently used by murderers as a death- 
dealer than any other poison, and ars- 
enic is a very peculiar poison, It is a 
well-known fact that many men and 
women take arseuic in simali dose- 


as a medicine, while the inhab: 
tants of Syria are said to eat 
it us freely as we eat salt Teo 


a person who has never touched, eat 
en, or smelt arsenic a medium-sized 
dose would have a fatal effect. No 
matter how it got into the system it 
would be deadly, for arsenic kills whe 
ther it is swallowed, rubbed into a 
wound, or breatued as a vapour. Chap 
man, who was hanged for poisoning 
his mistresses, used arsenic, and the 
drug was also used in the memorable 
Maybrick case 

Mme. Lafarge poisoned her husband, 
an ironmaster, by means of arsenic 
While M. Lafarge was in Paris on a 
visit his wife pretended to send him 
a parcel, in which was her portrait, 
tive small cakes made by his mother, 
and a letter. This parcel was sealed 
in the presence of witnesses. When 
the parcel reached Lafarge it contain- 
ed only one large cake. He ate this, 
and nine days later he died. Mine 
Lufarge was arrested and charged with 
murder by poisoning, At the trial it 
was alleged that she had made the 
large cake with arsenic as one of the 
ingredients, and substituted it tor the 
tive small ones. She was found guilty 
after a trial exceeding a fortnight, 
and condemned to imprisonment tor 
life, 

To micro-photography the discovery 
of many a crime is due, The spectro- 
scope is infallible in revealing the 
presence of the minutest trace of 
olood, but it is unable to distinguish 
vetween human and animal blood. The 
nicroscope can, however. The cor- 
puscles of different mammalia can 
vnly be distinguished by their size and 
siiape, and it can be seen that with 
out the microscope it would be fm 
possible to oer a distinction between 
the blood of ® man and the blood of 
an animal, 

The corpuscles of both men and ani- 
mals are all circular with the excep- 
tion of those of the Hama, alpaca, 
vamel, and their kind, which are ova! 

Seme time ago a man suspected of 
murder was found to own an axe cov- 
sred with blood. An analyst examin 
ed the blood, and found that it was 
that of a goat, the corpuscles measur 
ing 4l-tenths of a micron, On this 
evidence he was found not guilty. 

Cloth stained with red thought te 
be blood is touched with ammonia. If 
the stain is caused by fruit juice it 
turns blue or green; if by Condy’s 
fluid it become blue; and if by cochi 
neal it beecmes crimson, But if it 
be blood, human or animal, the colo: 
under the influence of the ammonia 
dovs not change in the least.

The proposal, recently made, to 
change the King's title to that of 
Emperor of the Bntish evokes the 
following bit of characteristic com- 
| ment from G. K. Chesterton 

We few poor Radicals who alone 
reverence the past, or seem to have 
| any relish of the royal chronicies of 
England, have lately been confront- 


ed with a proposal calculated to make

It has actually been proposed in 
an English paper that the King of 
England should consent to be called 
Emperor of the British.

Why not Grand Lama of 
Great Britain? Why not Doge of the 
British Empire?

Why 
should Tartary have had a Cham, 
while Tonbridge had no trace of a 
Cham?
